Paterson, N. J., Jan. 19.—A verdict 


of murder in the second degree was 
returned against three of the men ac- 
cused of the murder of Jennie Boss- 
chieter, the factory girl.

victed are Walter C. McAlister, Andrew 
J. Campbell and William Death. Un- 
der the law of New Jersey they are 
liable to a maximum penalty o£ thirty 
years' imprisonment. On the announce- 
ment of the finding McAlister showed 
more emotion than any of the other 
prisoners. He had sal: biting his lips 
and shifting nervously during the wait 
for the return of the jurors, and when 
the verdict was read showed plainly 
its depressing effect. 
Campbell thrust 


his hands into his pockets and clinched 
iis fists. Death looked anxiously a.bout 
the room for a moment and then as- 
sumed the same attitude as Campbell. 
The jury retired at 3:45 p. m. Four- 
teen ballots were taken, there being 
considerable 
difference 
of 
opinion1 


among the jurors as to the degree of 
guilt of the defendants. A conclusion 
was reached at 8 o'clock, and the re- 
sult was announced to the court. 


The arguments used by the defense 


were based almost entirely upon the 
testimony 
of 
the defendants 
tliera- 


uelves. 
The 
principal points 
they 


made were: That tbe meeting of the 
defendants on the night of the tragedy 
was accidental and 'not the result ot 
a preconceived plot;--that the mill girl

poison it was by the poison which she 
voluntarily absorbed, in the form 
or 


champagne, absinthe and cocktails.

! ed in order to accomplish the assault, 
1 the poison or violence is n part of the 
assault. The jury must not be misled 
on that point." 
Counsel for the de- 


fense declared that it had not been 
proved that chloral was administered 
to the girl. 
It had not been proved 


that .any of the defendants had pur- 
chased chloral or that the bottle found 
near the dead girl belonged to one of 
the prisoners. They declared that 
none of the medical testimony offered 
had shown that the girl had been as- 
saulted.

Worcester Tolls of Change* Made at 


Meeting In Mnnl!». 


Manila, Jan. 19.—The public discus- 


sion of the general code of government 
for •••umicipalities began here. Com- 
missioner Dean C. Worcester outlined 
the 'bill and explained the changes from 
the gensrzu orders of the military gov- 
ernor, under -which may local govern- 
ments were operating. 
Commissioner 


Worcester: offered 
two amendments, 


disqualifying from voting and-holding 
office men who violate th'elr oath or 
American allegiance or who remairi in 
armed opposition after February. The 
commissioner elucidated the taxation 
features, referring to the 'benefits of 
taxing lands and buildings as against 
the present special taxes on occupa- 
tions and industries. One-fourth of 1 
per cent of the proceeds of real-estate 
assessments will be devoted to public 
schools. Municipal councils are au- 
thorized to license theaters, places for 
liquor 
selling, 
public conveyances, 


hotels and cock fighting, or to prohibit 
cock fighting, for the first year, until 
the tax collections are available. Half 
of the internal revenue of each muni- 
cipality will be pai-d into the municipal 
treasuries. 
TYPHOID FEVER IS 


RAVAGING ASHLAND 


An Epidemic Which is Charged Solely 


to the Impuritie* of the 


Water Supply. 


Ashland, Wis., Jan. 19.—An out- 


break of typhoid fever in this city 
that was first noticed about ten days 
ago is adding new cases to the list 
and the disease is fast assuming the 
features of an epidemic. 
The start- 


ling prevalence of the disease is at- 
tributed solely to the impurities of 
the water supplied by the Ashland 
Water company, which company has 
its main offices in Boston. 
The hos- 


pitals, all commodious buildings and 
three in number, are crowded to the 
very corridors with fever patients and 
numerous houses of the city have 
from one to two cases. 


At a meeting of the city council 


last evening the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted. 


"Resolved j by the mayor arid com- 


mon council .'of..the city of Ashland, 
that the city attorney be and he is 
hereby instructed to" take the neces- 
sary steps to have the franchise of 
the Ashland Water company forfeit- 
ed, and he is directed and authoriz- 
ed to apply, to the supreme court for 
leave to bring necessary proceedings 
at once."

ROTARY ENGINE PROBLEM. 


Chicago Inventor Claims Tlint Ha 


IfM Found tlie Solution. 


Investigations covering 18 years, ac- 


cording to Its inventor, Jnrnes M. Ev- 
ans of Chicago, linve solved tbc prob- 
lem of the rotary engine. If the tests 
already made stand, the new engine 
will revolutionize the use of steam. 
This engine, it is asserted, weighs one- 
tenth as much as any other form of 
«ngiue producing equal power. It oc- 
cupies small space, and the inventor 
says it can he manufactured and in- 
stalled at 10 per cent of the cost of 
old type engines. 


Hiram Baldwin and others are asso- 


ciated with the Inventor in forming a 
company for placing the new engine 
on the market. 
In this company Mr. 


Evans will hold a controlling interest. 


Tests of the new engine, described 


by the Chicago Record, were made re- 
cently in that city. The 100 horsepow- 
er engine is 22 by 22 by 16 inches, and 
Jts weight is 1,000 pounds. 
Steam is 


supplied to the cylinder through a two 
inch pipe leading from the boiler. The 
engine is bolted to two oak planks, 
.•which form its only foundation.

producing a dyunnio speed of 1,150 
revolutions per minute find carrying 30 
arc lights at full voltage.

Their 
tests have shown that the engine has a 
speed ranging from 20 to 1,000 revolu- 
tions per minute, subject to regulation 
so that n 100 horsepower engine can 
run a sewing machine or carry a Wad 
to Its capacity. 


Mechanism in this engine has been 


reduced to a minimum. There arc no 
gears, springs, screws or bolts .'to be- 
come broken or loosened. Tests, It is 
said, show that the starting power is 
four times as great as the power used 
when running nt full speed.

"its adaptation is general. It may be 
put anywhere, on almost any sort of 
foundation.

Mr. Coe is on 
the outside, realizing that while a con- 
vention of 'a thousand men voted unan- 
imously for a measure, that It would
